My first CARtoons was late 74. I've 
seen a lot of changes over the years and 
a lot of good talent. What ever 
happened to Errol McCarthy? Well, 
after ten years of great reading 
unsurpassed by any other publication 
yet found. I’ve finally decided to pass 
my opinion, By now this Kevin 
character has become quite a figure in 
your readers' column. I spilled coffee 
on my lap when 1 read his letter That's 
one reason I'm writing. I am an 
extreme supporter of Chrysler products. 

I own three, one of which is a 1970 
Charger with a 383. My car is the 
500-S/E model. I'm sure many a Ford 
and Chevy freak laughed themselves to 
sleep after reading Kevin's 
oul-of-the-bdx 270 mph figure. After 
many yours of trying to stay out of the 
horsepower wars in your column, T'm 
going to put in my vote. 

My Charger with the 383 is only 
slightly lighter than the 70 SE/RT 
because of the added weight of the 
Hemi's cy linder head and crank.

Before I start in on the fastest 
production car controversy, I must 
commend your whole staff on their 
excellent work. I especially love K & B 
and the How-tos. How about having 
one page with just photos of your staff 
with their names, etc. O K. now to 
get my words in on the great dispute. 
First, there was NO 70 Dodge Daytona 
Charger R/T-S/E! There was a 69 
Dodge Daytona Charger, but no 
R/T-S/E! This is for American 
Production Cars that were street legal. 
That rules nut the ZL*1 Vette. (Only 
two were made.) The Daytona and its 
sistership, the Plymouth Superbird, in 
full race uniform were capable of 
running in excess of 200 mph on the 
super speedways. The street version, 
which my family owns two of (one a 
Hemi, the other a 440), will run about 
160-170. Our Hemi Bird is a 4-speed 
with headers, aluminum intake, one 
Holley 850 4-barreL roller cam and 
only runs on CAM-2 racing fuel. It can 
do 160-170 on street tires with a full 
interior. It handles like a dream at high 
speeds* but is not a road-race type car 
tike the Cobra* so you can’t really 
compare lhe two. The Birds weren't 
made for quartermilin, but on a super 
speedway, where they had to weigh 
3900 pounds to a Cobra’s 2530, I'd say 


Lhe birds got if. The (race) Birds had 
only 426s to the 427s in the Cobra. 

Now if you were to put the Hemi into 
a Cobra and run it against a Cobra 
with a 427, the Hemi car would win 
hands down. Sure, maybe the Cobra is 
a great handler, Til give ya that, but for 
brute speed alone, you can't go wrong 
with a Chrysler Hemi. Why do you 
think the Hemi is still the major engine 
in drag racing today? So, for the final 
answer, on a mad course, the 427 
AC/Cobra is the winner. But, for a 
superspeedway/streel car. I'd have to 
go with a 426 Hemi-powered Superbird, 
which, incidentally, was more 
aerodynamic than the Daytona. Thanks 
for the time and keep up the good 
work. If anyone wants to argue with 
me about the fastest car thing, call me 
at (402) 542-2354 or write: Jamie 
Richards, Box 66, Rising City, NE 
68658, I own a 70 Cuda with a 340, 
4-speed, headers, 600 Holley 4-bbi, 
Purple Shaft DC cam and aluminum 
Holley intake. It's far from the fastest 
production car, but it has already 
proven itself by blowing off an 84 Z-28 
and a 66 Chevelle, Not a bad school 
car, eh?
